R-1809 LC. GEORGE BALDWIN (Lc. Princess Margaret 'Superba' 
x C. Enid 'Rivermont'). Lc. George Baldwin bears the 

name of one of the outstanding men in American orchid culture. This 
hybrid has probably been repeated more times than any other cross 
and even though thousands of these hybrids are scattered all over the 
country, they are still considered as being among the best. Color of 
lavender is excellent, substance is good, size is satisfactory, 6'' to 7", 
and the blooming season is from late summer through early fall. This 
hybrid is responsive to artificial light to delay blooming--a good thing 
to have around. 


R-1815 LC. DETTA, AM RHS x LC. DERRYNANE "Ellen" AM, 

AOS. The combination of these two lavender hybrid award 
winners should produce offspring that would do credit to their outstand- 
ing parentage. Sepals and petals should range from doge purple to 
imperial purple--very dark! There should be a definite trace of attrac- 
tive yellowing in the throat. The spread of the flowers should range 
from 6'' to 7", the substance heavy and the blooming season should be 
October and November at a time when Social activities and orchid shows 
are at their peak. 


R-1817 LC. MORNING STAR x LC. ELISSA 'Very Special’. This 

cross was made to produce exhibitionals and outstanding 
commercial hybrids. The seedlings are compact and vigorous growers. 
The sepals and petals should range from dark rose to imperial purple. 
The labellum should have attractive golden eyes with the main portion 
of the lip very dark purple with a possibility of a lighter fringe of 
purple as a border on the outer edge of the labellum. Substance should 
be very heavy which insures long-lasting qualities. This hybrid is 
worthy of bench space in any first class orchid collection. Blooming 
season is September, October and November. 


R-1819 LC. SOUTH ESK 'Twilight Beauty' x LC. PRINCESS ISHTAR 

'Regal Splendor'. The combination of Lc.South Esk 'Twi- 
light Beauty' with Lc. Princess Ishtar 'Regal Splendor’ tells a story 
without verbal description. How could a combination like this produce 
inferior hybrids? The spread of the flowers should be 6" to 7"'; the 
color range from bishop's violet to cobalt violet; the substance heavy. 
The seedlings are very vigorous and compact growers. Blooming 
season, August, September, October and November. 
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R-1832 LC. SEATTLE (Lc.South Esk 'Scarlet Labellum' x 

Lc. Elissa 'Westonbirt' AM,RHS) Only an outstand- 
ing hybrid would carry the name of a city that is the pride of the 
Northwest! Like their namesake, these little seedlings are vigor- 
ous and robust and they bloom from late fall through early winter. 
This cross is a repeat of a proven winner. 


R-1866 LC. HYPERION 'Painting Variety' x BLC. DAWN 

| ANGELA 'Chattanooga' AM,RHS) Lc. Hyperion 
'Painting Variety' and Blc. Dawn Angela 'Chattanooga' have been 
conversational pieces for many years around Rivermont and it 
was our thought that the combination of these two outstanding 
lavender hybrids would produce something worthy of any orchid 
enthusiast's taste whether exhibitional flowers or superior corsage 
decorations were desired. The spread of the flowers should be 
6'' to 7'' and the substance heavy. The seedlings are compact, 
vigorous growers and there should be a wide range of lavender 
gradation in the sepals and petals of these hybrids. Blooming © 
season should range from October, November and December. A 
good prospect for awards! 3
